BALFOUR AT WORK. 


John Dillon and William O’Brien 
Arrested as Morning. 


8 Issued for the Arrest of 
Other Irish Nationalists.

The Charges Against Dillon Conspiracy and 
Inciting Tenants Net te Pay Rent—Span- 
ish Soldiers Killed by Natives at Ponape, 
in the Careline Islands—Reperts of Dis- 
astrous Sterms in All Parts of EKurope— 
The Chelera—Africans KMidnaped by 
Portuguese—Finaancial Crisis in Manilia

DUBLIN, Sept. 18.—Mr. John Dillon was ar- 
rested this morning at his residence near this 
city. He was conveyed on aspecial train to 
Tipperary, accompanied by a large military 
escort. Mr. William O’Brien was arrested at 
Glangariff and taken to Cork. Warrants have 
been issued for the arrest of Messrs. Sheedy 
and Condon, members of the House of Com- 
mons, Mr. Patrick O’Brien and Rev. Dayid 
Humphreys of Tipperary. The charges on 
which Mr. Dillon was arrested are conspiracy 
and inciting the tenants on Smith-Barry’s 
estate not to pay their rents, 

THE UTMOST SECRECY. 

Later informatien shows that Mr. Dilion’s 
arrest did not take place at his residence. It 
was made at Ballybrack, where he was visit- 
ing at the house. of an uncle. He was at 
once hurried, under strong guard and with 
the utmost secrecy, te the railway station, 
where a special car was in wait- 
ing. As soon as he entered this 
the train was started for Dublin. 


Only a brief stop was made in this city, when 


the prisoner was carried on to Tipperary, the 
tenants of which town he is charged with 
having incited by his speeches to refuse pay- 
ment of rent to their landlord, Mr. Smith- 
Barry. 

THE ARREST OF O'BRIEN. 

The arrest of Wm. O’Brien was made at the 
Glengariff Hotel. Mrs. O’Brien was pres- 
ent at the time. The charges against 
Mr. O’Brien are similar to those 
on which Mr. Dillon was arrested. 
These charges are based on speeches made 
by him at Limerlek and Tipperary, in which 
it is alleged he advised his auditors not to pay 
rent. Frem Glengariff, which is at the 
head of Bantry Bay and not 
far from Cork, Mr. O’Brien was im- 
mediately carried to that eity.. In additien to

League, 
LAND LEAGUERS WATCHSD. 

Here in Dublinthe police are keeping a. 
strict watch of the headquarters of the Land 
League. Persons entering or leaving 
are subjected to cloge scrut- 
iny. Dispatches from Tipperary 
report that the organizers of the local braneh 
of the league there are under close police sur- 
veillante and are being constantly shadowed. 
This special activity of the police 
leads to the belief that the authorities are 
contemplating further arrests. It is eonsid- 
ered altogether probable that warrants are al- 
ready out against many leaders in the Land 
League of secondary rank and importance 
who have made themselves obnoxious by the 
active part they have taken in recent anti.

TAKEN INTO OUSTODY. 

This sudden action of the Government has 
fallen like a bolt from a clear sky. The 
Irish Nationalists had smo suspicion of 
the impending blow, and are 
at a- loss to know what it 
portends. Mingled surprise and indignation 
are the predominant. feelings in Dublin to- 
day. Dispatches iron various parts of Ire- 
land Indicate thatthe Nationalists are every- 
where greatiy excited at the arrests, 
The arrests were so utteriy unexpected that 
the surprise with which they were first heard 
soon gave way to a feeling of suspense as te 
what the Government would do next. 

RUDE OFFIQERS. 

The following is another account of the 
manner in which Mr. Dilion’s arrest was et- 
fected: The Police Inspector, accempenied 
by two Constables, entered without rnoeking 
ing or notice and rudely ordered Mr. Dillon 
to accompany him. The latter asked for 
the inspeetor’s authority, whereupon the 
officer produced his warrant, accusing Mr. 
Dillon of inciting the tenants of Smith- Barry 
in hia recent speech at New Tipperary not to 
pay their rents. Without waiting for Mr. 
Dillon to take a change of i clething, 
the police hurried him to a car, and took 
him to Dublin and thence to Tipperary, to be 
arraigned before Col. Carroll, the magistrate, 
whom Dillon, a few weeks ago, most severely 
denounced im a speech in Parliament.

GIRLS OF BINGHAMTON, 


Assessed Weekly fer the Gas and Ice 
Water Used in the Factories—The Strik- 
ers Destitute—A Curieus Bpectacie at 
Spokane Falls—Prominent Citizéns Take 
the Places ef Striking Carpenters—Laber 
News. 


BINGHAMPTON, N. T., Sept. 18.—It is just 
three months since the cigarmakers’ strike 
in this city began, and the results have been 
felt keenly by thetrades people in the loss 
of business. The most sevére sufferers, how- 
ever, have been the strikers themselves, 
many ot whom have been reduced to utter 
destitution and want. Of the 2,000 men and 
young women who left their shops last July, 
about 1,400 are still out. The remaining 600 
have left the city. Less than fifty have re- 
turned totheir benches, Most of strikers 
are young women. Six years ago there was a 
strike in the cigar shops here, which was a 
failure, it is said, because the girls 
went back to work, butthis time they have

The Democratic primaries in the Eighth 
District yesterday afternoon passed off with- 
out serious disturbance, but not without an 
exhibition ef ynfairness and a disregard for 
political decency without parallel in local 
annals. The event had been locked 
forward te with much more than 
usual interest, partly because the fight 
between the O’Nelil and O'Malley follow- 
ings has been so remarkably bitter, but chief- 
ly because the combine in the Congressional 
Committee acainst Mr. O’Neiil has been an- 
nounced se openly andso frequently, that 
crooked work was confidently expected by 
that gentleman’s friends. 

A corps of PosT-DISPATCH reperters under- 
took the work of watching the voting in those 
wards and precincts where the most exciting 
times were looked for, and the result of the 
investigation shows clearly that throughout 
the district there was manifest unfairness. In 
some instances an exorbitant assessment 
was demanded from the candidates on the 
O'Neill ticket, and in the Twenty-secend 
Ward, after the demand had been met, the 
Central Committeeman waived it se far as 
the O’Malley - delegdtion was concerned, 
But this was a small matter compared to the 
conduact ofthe Congressional Committeemen 
in the Sixth, Eighth, Tweifth, Fourteenth and 
Sixteenth Wards, where an attenipt was made 
to run things so as te make the election of 
O’Neill delegations impossible, no matter 
how many votes might be pelied. The judges 
named by Recorder of Voters Will- 
jams were refused admission, and 
men known to be against O'Neill were 


allowed to act. Under these circumstances 
the O’ Neill mea had to hurriedly improvise 
—— étations and carry on an election 
hemselves. At the regular polls in these 
wards O'Malley or independent votes were 
cast almost exclusively, while at the oppos!- 
tion polis O'Neill tickets alone were used. 
The locations of the independent stations 
were not of course generally Known, but they 
were hunted up and voted at by a larger num- 
ber of persons than the official poll- 
ing places, aithough at these latter 
irregularities abounded, men who do net re- 
side in the district and are net Democrats 

voting without challenge and all rules being 
laughed to the winds. The result is a remark- 
able evidence of the fact that Mr. O’ Neill is 
the choice of a majority of the Democratic 
voters In his district.and that the Congressien- 
al Committeemen were fighting public senti- 
ment as wellas a candidate yesterday. 

The following figures show conclusively that 
Mr. O'Neill polled a majority of votes. The 
figures are taken from the best sources avail- 
able. Where the Congressional Committeemen 
made full returns their figures are accepted, 
and where it was necess te oper O’ Neill 
polling stations the figures of the judges of 
— stations are also given. The result is as

Frem these figures it will be seen that Mr. 
O’Neili’s plurality over his enly deciared op- 
ponent is 820 out ofa total of 3,428 votes cast, 
while he has a majority over all comers of 862.

THE EIGHTH DISTRIOT MUDDLE. 


If the City Hall had entered into a con- 

tract to supply the Eighth District with a 
Central Committee pledged to gag the 
Democratio primaries and suppress the 
voice of the Democratic voters in the most 
insolent and offensive manner with the 
apparent purpose of disabling the party 
and securing a walk-over for the Repub- 
Haan candidate for Congress in Novem- 
ber, the contract could not have been 
wrought out more faithfully and ef- 
fectively than it has been -by the Barrett- 
Macklin-Brady Committee, nor could the 
purpose of their work have been more 
clearly disclosed.

People have been wondering for some time 
why it was that Fuller & Warren and the 
Ruttan Heating & Ventilating Co., both of 
Chicago, were the only firms permitted 
to bid om School Board work, and 
now secret leaks out that 
bribery has been attempted, if 
not actually practiced. The explanation 
given by members of the board that these 
were the only firmsia the country who could 
eat and ventilate a school building never 
was satisfactory. Thatis too monstrous an 
exaggeration to be swallewed and as an ex- 
planation it was anything but a success. 
But the methods ot a ring 
are often hard to discever, and nothing would 
now be known of the attempts at bribery if E. 
M. Besley had not said in writing that an at- 
tempt te bribe him had been made by the 
Ruttan Co. This statement was not muck ofa 
surprise to those’ who have watched school 
matters during the last year, but that Mr.

The Opposities of the Young Lady’s Mother 
te Their Marriage the Cause of the Des- 
perate Deeds—Emilie a Member of the 
Amberg’s Theatrical Company and Keech 
a Crayen Artist. 


New Tonk, Sept. 18.—Two strange shooting 
cases, Which the police here are investigating, 
took place early this morning. The aret was 
that of Emilie Rossi, 19 years of ege. She 
committed suicide by shooting herself in the 
breast with a thirty-two caliber revolver in 
her room at 140 Canal street. Immediately 
after the report of the pistol was beard Gustav 


G. Koch, who stood on the elevated railroad 
platform almost under her room, sent a bullet 
through hig head. Both are Germans, and et 
present it looks as it they bad agreed to die at 
or near the same moment. 

An YOU RBADY?'' 

About daybreak a fair-haired German, stal- 
wart and handsome, entered the Elevated 
Rallroad station. The man peeed up and 
down the platform. Afterawbliea weman’s 
yoloe was heard tospeak aword or twe of 
German froma window overlooking where 
the man stood. The man nodded and replied 
loud enough for the gatemas to hear him.

The answer from the window was not heard. 

The man turned on his heel and took some- 
thing from bis pocket. The next moment a 
shot rang ont, and the mam fell heavily for- 
ward on his face.

She did not know he was in 
Vincennes until after his train had gone, but 
she and his father came to &t. Louls on the 
next train. 

While the train was standing at Vincennes, 
at noon yesterday, although it was his old 
home and his wife and father were there he 
did not seem at allconcerned. All along the 
route he had been meeting men he knew. His 
experience of twelve years as a postal clerk 
hed gained him a large number of traveling 
acquaintances, and all who heard of him went 
into the car to chat with him. 

An engineer who lived in Vincennes and had 
known bim for many years, left his engine 
and went into the car teseehim. He had 
ust received his month’s pay and had nearly 

200 in a pocketbook which he gave to Harris, 
telling him to take all he needed. No,“ 
said Harris, I don’t need money. 

The engineer urged the pocket-book on him, 
but Harris would not take it. This and many 
other evidences of genuine Interest in him on 
the part of those persons be met did not break 
down his reserve. He kept control of himself 
ali through it.

| New Yorn, Sept. 18.—Cheu Chee and Chee 
Chow snapped their long-nailed fingers at the 
United States District Attorney and swore 
that they wished to become American citi. 
— Cheu Chee is a smooth-faced merchant 

m Mott street. He wears a pigtail. He 
took the precaution yesterday of tucking it 
under his derby hat. He wore a black frock- 


ost with satin facings. Cheu went into the 
office of Clerk Themas Boes of the Supreme 
Oo and declared his intention of becoming 
acitizen ef the United States. The Clerk was 

mzzied. The Federal law expressly forbids 

he naturalization of Chinamen. It does not 
forbid courts to let Chinamen swear to their 
intention ef becoming citizens. Chen knew 
this. He wanted to have a certificate of in- 
tention as a help in a business way. Clerk 
Boez, therefore, let him swear this: 

I, Cheu Chee, do declare on oath that itis 
bona fide my intention to become a citizen of 
the United States of America, and te renounce 
ferever all allegiance and fidelity to any for- 
@ign assistance, potentate, State or sover- 
signty whatever, and particularly to the Em- 
peror of China, of whom I am a subject.’’ 

Cheu paid 20 cents for his certificate. It was 
made out on paper as big as a man’s hand- 
kerchief and signed and sealed with 
the great seal of the court. Cheu 

Chee will frame it and hang it in his birds’ 
mest and sharks’ fin shop. It will give him 
fameand influence among his countrymen. 
All be is afraid of is that somebody will go

— that Cheu Chee has been swearing about 

im and against him. 

Chee Chow wore Chinese clothes. He leoked 
sheepish, but he signed his affidavit with an 
and withoutatremor. He Is the third 
Chinaman within a year who has declared his 
intention of doing that impossible thing—be- 
come an American citizen. It will do him no 
good and will do the United States no harm.

ing, a display of crayon portrait work, and 
an exhibit of artificial flowers. 
there is a brush display, a 
display of window blinds, wal paper 
and cracker exhibits, real estate exhibits, 
groceries, a coffee, furniture, the Homeo- 
pathic Hospital booth, the Ladies’ Humane 
Society exhibit, the Blind Girls’ Home beoth, 
a music printing press and other things too 
numerous to mention. These are only a few 
of the displays to be seen on the floor. On the 
first or mafn floor the exhibits are almost as 
varied. There is a carved wood exnibit, 
clothing displays, furniture exhibits, china- 
ware displays, carpet and curtain exhibits, 
piano exhibits, granite ware displays, sad- 
@lery and harness exhibits, glassware; sta- 
tionery, real estate, jewelry, gas fixtures, dry 
goods, wigs, spool silk and silk hosiery and 
other displays in almost nameless variety. 
In the basement, which is Known as the 
Mechanical or Machinery Department, one 
might at least expect to find something 
like a similarity of exhibits. Such 


is not the case, however. There 
is a big grotto in which a leading brewery 
makes a bandsome display, there is a mini- 
ature coal mine, the fish tanke and fish shown 
by the Missouri State Fish Commissien, a 
Cataract lit up by colored electric lights, a 
fountain lit up in the same manner, 
Wagon and carriage displays, agricultural 
implement exhibits, steam and electric en- 
gines of all kinds and the entire electric de- 
artment, which includes lights of various 
inds, annuneciators, electric irons and 
stoves, electric railway and all sorts of elec- 
trio novelties. There is also a wood-carving 
exhibit and various other things, including 
the big perfecting press shown by the Posrt- 
DISPATCH, Which is certainly. one of the 
greatest attractions inthe building. In fact 
it attracts more attention than any of the 
other displays. 
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There are two displays made on the first 
floor which are of a nature which always in- 
terests the general pubiic. One is the dis- 
play of the State of Colorade, which has been 
described at considerable length in this paper 
for the past couple of days, and the other is 
the exhibit made of Southeast Missouri. 
The Colorado exhibit contains cereals 

fruits of all 

in the Centennial rate. It 
also includes a display of stone quarried in 
the State and of the ores from there. The 
stone is shown inaseparate exhibit outside 
the building, while the remainder of the show 
is inside, part on the frat or main fleor and 
— in the basement. The display made 
y Southeast Missouri is much in the 
same character. Like the Col- 
orado exhibit it is made for the 
purpose of encouraging immigration, and the 
exhibit is made up of the ree products 
of the section. There are a number of differ- 
varieties of granite quarried from 
the Southeast Missouri counties. There 
are lead, iron and zinc ores 
of different kinds, specimens of the various 
kinds, of hard wood to be found in the section, 
and specimens of the fruits and cereais. 
These displays, made by countries, States or 
sections of States never failto interest the 
majority of the people and few persons 
visit the Exposition who do not pay 
a call to both the Colorado and Southeast 
Missouri displays and they are always inter- 
ested and pieased with what they see. The 
displays with which Colorado and South- 
east Misseuri have made are well 
worthy of them and have done 
A great deal to advertise both 
places. People learn more looking at these 
exhibits and thus are more impressed with 
what they do see than they could by any other 
method of placing the advantage ofthe place 
before them. Next to an actual visit to the 


place, itis the best instruction they can pos- 
1 


sibly obtain about the country.

An Interesting Talk With Col. Frederick 
A. Bee, the Chinese Consul at San 
Franclsce— Ne Such Thing as Cheap 
Labor — The Restriction Acts Affect 
Commerce Between the Two Countries. 


New Tonk, Sept. 18.—Col. Frederick A. 
Bee, his Imperial Chinese Majesty’s Consul at 
San Francisco, is at the Sturtevant House. 
With the exception of Ayson Burlingame, who 
used to be Minister from Chinato this coun- 
try, he is sald to be the only native American 
who has ever held a diplomatic position un- 
der the Chinese Government. The Chinese 
Minister at Washington has just granted him 
a six weeks’ vacation, and he is on his way to 
Bar Harbor, where he will spend a few weeks 
with his nephew. Col. Bee was seen yester- 
day by a reporter, and was asked about the 
working of the restriction acts of Congress 
regarding Chinese immigration. In reply he 
said: 

„Since the passage of the Scott act, two 
years ago, the excess of departures over ar- 
rivals has been 11,000. Those leaving since 
the passage of the act can never again return 
to this country,as the Scott act wholly ignores 
the treaty obligations entered into by the 
Chinese Government with Messrs. Swift, An- 
gel and Trescott and also anpnuls the act of 
1882, known as the ‘Restriction act,’ which 
guaranteed to every Chimaman departing 
from the United States the right to re-enter 
the country on the production of the certifi- 
cate issued by the United States Government, 

‘*China negards this country as its staunch 
friend, but at the same tinie she objects to re- 
striction acts which ignore solemn treaty ob- 
ligations. The passage of the Scott law was 


received by the Chinese officials with aston- 
ishment.’’ : 

How about Chinese cheap labor?’ 

„There is no such thing as Chinese cheap 
labor. It isa misnomer on the Pacific coast, 
orin any of the territories. Chinamen in 
these places are not getting $1.25 a day in 
— 1 —— and hep yards. Chinese as cooks 
and house servants can’t be had anywhere on 
the Pacific slope for less than $%to 545 
month, andiknow of many cases where a 
first-class cook will earn $65 a month. The 
Chinese get better wagesthan white servants 
do. Why? Because t 14 more proficient 
and they learn more qu „ AB a rule they 
buy without question, and they have a char- 
acteristic which is doubtless as precious to 
the housewife of the East as to those of the 
West—they cannot carry family secrets out of 
the house to be made the comman property 
Of your aseighbors.’’

Thereupon Mrs. Phinney made a wonderful 
petticoat, full of pockets of all sizes and 
shapes, in which the goods were packed. 
Even this garment would not hold the trim- 
mings, so Mr. Phinney was forced to load bis 

ckets with the surplus, and in this state 
of ballast the Phinneys biandly crossed 
the gang plank 0 La Normandie 
and smilingly faced Uncle Sam's customs 
officers. The star of Phinney was not in the 
ascendant. Mrs. Phinney is by nature a re- 
markabiy petite lady, and there were paople 
on board who noticed her suddenly increased 
girth when she had donned the loaded petti- 
cout. The result was a scene and a seizure. 
When Col. Phelps had been sufficiently im- 
pressed with the sad tale, he managed to say: 

Mr. Phinney, you are the first honest 
smuggler who has been atthe Custom- house 
this year.
